Portion of Another Man's 


Eye Is Transplanted 


MOSTDELICATEOPERATION 


Performed In New York Hosoltal and 


Is Believed to Be Pint of Its Kind- 


Opaque Cornea Removed From Eye 


of Patient and Normal Cornea Taken 


From Eye Which Wat to Be Re- 


moved lit- Substituted 


New York, .June 9.— Transplanta- 


tion of a part of the eye of one man to 
that of another who Is blind Is ex- 
pected by the physicians in the Flower 
hospital to restore the 
sight 
com- 


pletely of a Chinese who for years has 
been unable to distinguish between 
night and day. 
The physicians de- 


clare there is every reason to believe 
that the man's sight will be restored. 
The medical world is awaiting with a. 
strong degree of anxiety an announce- 
ment of results. 


The remarkable, operalion 
which 


surgeons believe .to be Ihe first of lls 
kind was performed in Ihe hospital 
by Dr. Copeland, dean of the Insti- 
tution and professor of ophthalmology. 
A section of Ihe cornea of .the human 
eye was Ihe part transplanted. 


When Dr. Copeland first examined 


the eyes of the patient he found the 
cornea, or transplanted coat, of each 
eyeball so opaque that the patient 
could not distinguish night from day. 
Among the other patients in the hos- 
pital was one whose left eye had 
been Injured so badly tjiat 
II 
was 


necessary to remove It. .The cornea 
of this eye. however, was noriial and 
it was decided to operate on both pa- 
lienls at tne same lime and use the 
cornea of the enucleated eye to rem- 
edy Ihe defecl In one of Ihe eyes of 
the olher patient.

The surgeon then turned to the oth- 


er patient and with the delicate in- 
strumenl removed from the normal 
cornea of the Injured eye a section 
similar In size and shape to that re- 
moved from the opaque cornea. This 
healthy section was placed In the .ori- 
fice which hsd beenrmade in the eye 
of the Chinese and Ihe eye was then 
bandaged. This patient was then re- 
moved to his room and the surgeon 
completed the enucleatlon of Ihe in- 
jured eye of Ihe olher pallent. 


The case was considered pracll- 


cally hopeless by surgeons who made 
examinations before the operation was 
decided upon, but those who witnessed 
the operation declare that there is 
every reason to believe that the trans- 
planted section of cornea will unite 
evenly.
